‘he Corn Market in Market Lane, de- 
clined very considerably on Monday. The 
large arrivals of foreign grain have alarmed 
the great holders, who were in consequence 
very anxious to effect sales. 

We have the satisfaction to learn, from in- 
telligent persons who have lately visited the 
principle corn districts, that the alarms ex- 
cited by interested speculators of an ap- 
proaching scarcity, are totally unsupported 
by the result of the harvest. It is admitted 
that the quality of the grain, this year, is 
generally inferior to that of more genial sea- 
sons ; but, in point of quantity, it rather ex- 
ceeds than falls short of an average. Opera 
tive and experienced men deny not this, and 
surely their authority is more to be relied on 
than that of dealers and speculators. Nor 
ought we but gratefully to remembef, that 
last year gave to us abundance—that im- 
portations also filled our granaries, and that 
considerable stocks are yet on hand.

Advices on Saturday reached Lloyd's, of 
the capture, on the 6th ult off Cadiz, of the 
Cuencia, a Spanish vessel, from Havana, by 
the Ptosi privateer, from Buenos Ayres, afier 

sharp action. The Cuencia was laden 
with colonial produce, and 21,000 bollars for 
the Cadiz merchants- .The Ptosi carried 
6 guns, and. has a crew of 150 men, all natives 
of the United States, with the exception of 
one Spaniard. The commander is John 
Chace, of Baltimore, the same pérson, we he- 
lieve, who was recently tried and acquitted 
in America, on a charge of piracy, for having 
detained one of bis own country vessels, un- 
der the commission he holds from the Buenos 
Ayres government. ‘ The crew anid passen- 
cers of the Cueucia, 51 in number, were put. 
on board of an American ship, and arrived 
at St. Ubes on the 9thult. Several of them 
were wounded—some dancerously. 

A writing box was lately driven on shore 
near Westport. It hasa brass plate on tue 
lid, with “ Israe] Lakeman” engraved on it. 
The box contained a number of papers, some 
bills of exchange, &c. from which it is sup- 
posed that Mr. Lakeman is a merchant of 
Boston, snd was on his passage there, and 
hat the vessel in which he was on board has 
foundered during the late gale on the west 
coast of Ireland.

The other half, which was 
settled upon herself, certainly remains in this 
country, for itis placed in the stocks, and the 
dividends have been regularly remitted to 
Wurtemberg by a banking house in Pall-mal!

An evening paper states the death of the 
Marchioness Wellesley. Her ladyship was a 
French woman, and only daughter of M. 
Pierre Roland. For some years past her la- 
dyship enjoyed a separate income of 4,000] a

The following Message was received from 
the President of the United States; which 
was read anid referred to the committee on 
Foreign Relations : 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States. 

it is found that the existing laws have 
not the efficacy necessary to prevent viala- 
tions of the obligations of the United States, 
as anation at peace towards beligerent par- 
ties, and other unlawful aets on they bigh 
seas, by armed vessels, equipped within the 
wafers of the United States. 

With a view to maintain more effectually 
the respect due to the laws, to the charac- 
ter, and to the neutral and pacific relations 
of the United States, I recommend, to the 
consideration of Congress, the expedien- 
ey of such further legislative provisions as 
may be requisite for detaining vessels, actual- 
ly equipped, or in a course of equipment, 
witha warlike force, within the jurisdiction 
of the United States; or, as the case may he, 
or obtaining from the owners or commhn- 
jera of such vessels, adequate security 


igainst the abuse of their armaments, with 
the exceptions in such provisions proper for 
the cases of merchant vessels furnished with 
the defensive armaments usual on distant and 
dangerous expeditions; and of a privale

Mr. Kerr intimat- 
ed that he should hereafter urge his mocion, 
if the subject was not brought before the 
House for decision by a committee, or in some 
other shape. - 

Mr. Thomas, of Tennessee, offered the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That the committee on Roads 
and Canals be instructed to enquire into the 
expediency of appropiiatingtwenty thousand 
dollars for the improvement of the naviga- 
tion of the Muscle Shoals in the Mississippi 
Territory. 

‘I‘he House agreed to consider the mo- 
tion; and on the question of adopting the 
resolution, it was, without debate, decided in 
the negative. Soit was rejected. 

After refusing to take up several orders of 
the day—amongst them the bill for the ap- 
pointment of Circuit Judges. 

T’he House, on motion of Mr. Hardin, re- 
solved itself intoa committee of the whole, 
Mr. Condict in the chair, on the bill to a- 
mend the aét of last session, authorizing the 
payment for property lost, captured, or des- 
troyed, in the military service during the late 
war. 

A short debate took place on this bill; a 


sketch of which, not having room for it to | 


day, is reserved for Monday. 

Mr. Harrison, of Ohio, stated his intention 
fo prepare an amendment. to s{rike out the 
whole bill, and introduce a provision for ad- 
ding two Commissioners to the present one, 
‘o constitute a Board of ‘Three Commission- 
ers. 

Mr. Johnson, of Ky. offered an amend- 
ment to strike out the whole bill, and insert 
in lieu thereof, a provision that all the deci- 
sions of the Commissioner of Claims, under 
the existing law, should pass under the revi- 
sion of the Secretary of the ‘Treasury. 

The committee then rose, reported pro- 
gress, and obtained leave to sit again; and 
the House ordered the amendment of Mr. 
Johnson to be printed. 

The House adjourned to Monday.

Letter of a passenger on board the ship He 
rald, Capt. Anderson, from Philadelphia 
for Bordeaux, to his friend in that city. 

Commumeated for the Phi'd American Daily Adver- 

tiser. 
Sr. Grorce, Bermuda Islands, 
November 18, 1516. 

Dear friend— You will be surprised to find 
this letter dated from the above place, in- 
stead of from Bordeaux, but so it is, fate al- 
tered our course and carried us into this se- 
questered spot, where we now remain. 

We went to sea with a very fine breeze 
on the 22d of October last, which however, 
on the 26th increased to a gale, blew so vio 
lent as to toss our ship about like a feather 
and make her draw so much water as to 
oblige the sailors to work the pump every 
quarter of an hour, and afterwards through 
the night without ceasing. You may con- 
ceive, how all the passengers felt and what 
effect the continued noise of the pump made 
ontheir ears. The gale towards morning 
abated, the labor at the pump however still 
continuing as hard and as fast as ever; all 
the passengers, on board, man after man, like 
frightened hares, stepped on deck and with 
un investigating ese, now looking at the 
pump, now at the captain, came soon to a 
resolution to return back, and made a request 
to that effect. ‘he captain however would 
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not consent fo if—~but (he water seeming tu 
gain more on us every moment he determined 
at last to sail for the nearest Island, which 
was the Bermudas, for repairs; we offered 
our services, on the way thither, during the 
day time at the pump, to assist the already 
worn out sailors. Like soldiers in the field 
we were now all on duty, from the first pas- 
senger down to the last, from his Excellenev 
down to the Monsieur, Mister aud Citizen. 
His Excellency the Ambasador of France 
and his Consul General nobly (ook the lead 
in that laudable enterprize. They and we 
all pumped for our lives with the greates? 
pleasure imaginable, two persons ata time 
for_a quarter of an hour, '0 g - on Sty od nf gj 

of October, until Saturday night the 2d o: 


November, when we all were agreeably re- 
lieved by our safe arrival at this port. 

The shin was searched and the leak dis- 
covered to be a bored hole which had been 
left open. The bends of the ship at the same 


time also having opened a little, occasioned 


by the late gale,as they say, is going to have 
a new coat of planks ; one side of the ship i 
already covered, the other side waa begun 
yesterday, and will be finished, as they ex- 
pect, in about 10 days, when we shall im- 
mediately proceed to sea again. 

There is, they say, a perpetual spring and 
summer at these Islands, the greatest winter 
beingno more than a hail storm. These Is- 
lands known by the name of the Bermudas, are 
a of large or smaller islands, consisting of the 
cluster number, as it is pretended here, of 365, 
er of so many as there are days in the year. 
Standing on any eminence you may count a 
great many of them. The length of the 
Bermudas is from 20 to 25 miles. ‘The soil 
of all consists of rock sand, producing spon- 
taneously small, cedar palms, aloes, sour 
oranges and lemon frees, and also page trees, 
hearing a fruit, if cooked tasting like ap- 
ples. 

Imported trees are the cocoa, bearing here 
no fruit, the hananas, coffee, cotton, peach, 
apple and willow free. In the gardens you 
will find heans, cabbage, common and sweet 
potatoes,&c. Of fish, there is a great quan- 
tity, as also of turtle. ‘he quadgupeds are 
hogs, cows and coats. but no wild animal is 
to be found. Poultry is plenty, a3 also a 
variety of birds, of which there is sume I 
have not met within Pennsylvania. Other 
nrovisions, ag flour, Indian corn, and all kind 
of liquors are brought from abroad. ‘The num. 
of inhabitants is about 11,000, the greatest 
partof whichare coloured people, either free 
orslaves. The houses excepting some tew 
of two stories, are all one story high, built of 
the light and soft sand stone of this place, 
and are arranged within. comfortable enough, 
the roofs of all the houses are white washed, 
which gives them a winter look, as if they 














were snowed upon. The white inhabitants 
look together like the Americans, they are 
a polite but somewhat stingy people, the 
latter owing do doubt to their circumscribed 
and poor situation. The price of things 1s 
every where high at these Islands. No 
buard, for a small bed and small room only, I 
have to pay five dollars a week. I am 
painting some portraits for past time, on paper 
only, whi¢h not only pays all my expenses, 
but at the same time also furnishes me with 
a rich addition of wine and porter, for my 
stock of liquors on board the ship. 

You meet every where one fortification 
after another, all garrisoned. This place is 
of great importance to the English in time of 
war, with the Americans, as I now strikingly 
enough observe. M. Serurier boards at the 
same house, where Commodore Decatur did, 
when he was prisoner of war at this place.

This menstrum may be 
compounded of all animal and vegetable 
mucilages, and yields a bright, beautiful and 
transparent substance, which may be put af- 
ter the manner of muslin and gauze suitable 
either for exportation, or for home consump. 
tion. In the usual mode of refining liquors, 
a great deal of time and of lahour are con- 
sumed, to say nothing of the materials.— 
This new mode avoids all these dificul- 
ties: itis always certain, and the cost of pre- 
paration will not amount to one per cent. 
‘The mode of using this discovery, is simply 
to pour boiling water on its surface, and a 
pure and transparent musilage is instantly 
produced : It immediately then expands to 
the dimensions of the vessel containing the 
liquor intended to be clarified, and will sink 
to the bottom, carrying with it every mote, 
speck, and particle in its decent. 

The experiment has been repeatedly made 
in several respectable families; in the first 
hotels in Baltimore, as well asin the adjoin- 
ing towns. It will be found essential for the 
use of seamen, and is perfectly unaffected by 
the changes of climate. One inch of this 
new preparation will be but half a cent’s ex- 
pense to the purch: er, which when dropped 
into one gallon of coffee after deduction, will 
clarify the liquor in a very few moments in 
the manner above described. Mr. Bartling 
has already applicd for letters patent, and 
deposited his specification in the department 
of state.— Fed. Rep. 


KINGDOM OF HAYTI, COURT, &e. 
‘I'he Royal Almanack of Hayti, for 1816, 

contains 127 pages. Its cCourt lists may 

vie with those of any empire of whatever 
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standing or complexion. The King, who 
has attained the 6th year of his reign, will be 


49 years of age on the 6th Ocidber. The 
Queen is in her 39th vear. The Prince 
Royal James Vietor Henry, entered his 
teens on the 3d March—He has two sisters, 
Princesses. ‘I'hereare five Princes of the 
blood. ‘T"he ministers and grand officers of 
the crown amount to twenty. In the Peer- 
age are 8 dukes, 19 counts, 34 barons, and ° 
knights. ‘The kiug’s household! consists of 
about 140 chamberlains, pages, professors, 
almoners, secretaries, &c. The Queen has 
14 ladies of the bedchamber, besides her 
male attendants. ‘here are six regiments 
of guards. ‘he order of Henry boasts up 
wards of a 130 members. In the army we 
find 6 marshals, 9 lieutenant-generals, and 21 
generals ; of artillery, 2 regiments; of engi- 
neers, 1 corps; of infantry, 24 regiments fill- 
ed up, and 8 others named; of cavalry, 2 
regiments; of naval officers, including the 
grand admiral 29, besides cadets. Long liste 
are also given of tne Fiscal and Judicial De- 
partments. the Queen holds her court on 
Thursday at five o’clock. The King receives 
petitions at ten o'clock on the court days, 
and returns an answeron the Thursday fol- 
lowing.

Curious Fact.—During the reign of 
Charles Il. for the encouracement of the 
colony of Virginia. an act passed the British 
legislature prohibiting the cultivation of to- 
bacco in the mother country. “The act im- 
posed a duty of forty shillings a rod on all 
grounds cultivated with tobacco. This be- 
ing insufficient the penalty was inereased to 
20 pounda rod. ‘Thisalso wastnefectual, and 
another act passed directing constables to 
enferihe grounds and root up the ftobaeco 
plants, for notwithstanding the former acts 
the culture of tobacco wasincreasing. "Whis 
statute putan end to the cnliivation of to- 
bacco in England. ‘Towards the close of 
the American war, the act not being deemed 
to affect Scotland, a considerable cultivation 
of tobacco took place there. To prevent 
this the 22d George III. c 73, was passed, 
extending the penalty te Scotland, and with 
decisive effect.
